Paper Rails. 


ments. ‘Thigis a sectional view. The ma- 
chine is very long. A, A represent heavy 
steel plates, and B, Bare steel compressors, 
each worked by strong gears. The end 
of the rail can be seen between these. The 
rail is laid upon the lower plate A, the 
upper one is brought down to it, and the 
side squeezers B, B are brought into play, 
compressing the 8 by 8 inch rail down to 
the size of the regular rail. The upper 
and lower plates are moved by the gears 
G, G, G, G, these being run from the shaft 
connection with the main gears D, D. 
The belts C, C operate the pulleys E, E, 
on either side, and these pulleys turn the 
shafts upon which are the big gears D, D. 
These gears also operate the threaded 
shafts F, F, and the latter give movement 
to the squeezers B, B, as shown in the cut. 
Every part of the machine is necessarily 
extra strong and heavy, so that immense 
pressure is obtained on the rail without 
straining the mechan- 
ism. A long rail is soon 
pressed. 

The operation of fin- 
ishing the rails includes 
polishing, smoothing, 
cutting of bolt and spike 
holes, evening the ends, 
&c. The roughness of 
the rail is first removed 
by use of a fine emery 
wheel, after which the 
rail is treated to a bath 
composed principally of 
white lead and turpen- 
tine. Then follows pol- 
ishing with felt rolls, the 
rail being run between. 
A special tool evens the 
ends, regular drilling in- 
struments cut the bolt 
and spike holes, and the 
rail is done. 

The paper rails are 
strong, durable, can be 
bent for curves like other rails, and possess 
the advantages of lightness and increased 
length, besides being easier for the wheels 
and cars, and having other points of su- 
periority. Their cost is said to be 30 per 
cent. less than that of stecl. They are 
adaptable for both paper and iron car 
wheels. 
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The successful introduction of rail- 
road rails made entirely from paper mate- 
rial, in Germany and Russia, has encour- 
iged American manufacturers to experi- 
ment. The foreign mode of making the 
rail consists in the employment of molds 
and powerful pressing machines, the 
former for shaping the rail, and the latter 
for consolidating purposes. Paper car 
wheels have been in use for many years, 
and have given satisfaction. It is not as- 
suming too much to anticipate satisfactory 
results with paper rails. The iron or steel 
rails now in use are by no means free from 
defects. The metal is always more or less 
affected by the conditions of the atmos- 
phere, and accidents are frequently traced 
to the warping, contraction or expansion 
of rails. Again, there are flaws and simi- 
lar imperfections in rails of the metallic 
order, and these often give much trouble. 
The heavy locomotives and other rolling 
stock of these days require extraordinarily 
large and heavy rails, consequently the 
rails cannot be made very lung, as the 
weight would be too much. The paper 
rails are less than one-half lighter for the 
same length and size, so that, so far as the 
weight question is concerned, the length of 
the latter can be twice that of the iron or 
steel rail. This obviates the use of just so 
many joints, dispensing with many bolts 
and connections, and relieving the wheels 
of the car from just so many shocks. 

The process of manufacturing the rails is 
not difficult when once the necessary com- 
pression apparatus is available, as the 
solidifying operation is probably the main 
part of the whole work. The composition 
of the rails includes several varieties of pa- 
per pulp stock. Wood pulp has not been 
tried with any marked success as yet, but 
ordinary pulp from rags, rope stock, &c., 
answers the purpose. The processes of 
grinding, cooking, digesting and working 
of the rags into a pulpy condition are ac- 
complished in the regular order, care be- 
ing taken to have the stock uniform in prep- 
aration and the fibre as well preserved as 
possible. When in a pulpy condition the 
ingredients for stiffening the rail, render- 
ing it tough and efficient, so as to stand ex- 
cessive wear and friction from the wheels, 
and for imparting elasticity, smoothness 
and other needed requirements, are ap- 
plied. So varied have these been that no 
definite portions of any of the substances 
are procurable. 

Quantities of borax, litharge, paraffine 
wax, tanners’ grease, waterproof fish glue, 
rosin and fine cement are employed in 
necessary proportions, and are added to 
the pulp while it is yet warm. Mixing fol- 
lows, and the ingredients are thoroughly 
combined with the fibre. A quantity of 
shellac and wood alcohol is next put into 
the mixture, and the mass is subjected to 
another stirring and then permitted to 
settle. 

The next day the coloring matter, con- 
sisting of ground charcoal, to give the pulp 
a dark shade and the finished rails the 
color of steel, is applied. 

The operation of reducing the pulp to 
the form of rails is accomplished by first 
shaping the substance into long square 
pieces about 8 by 8 inches, and as long as 
the rail is intended to be. A piece is then 
placed in the preparatory compressor or 
shaper, which exerts a medium pressure on 
the sides and top and, bottom of the long 
% by 8 piece, and gradually shapes the 
sides of the rail, so that when complete the 
3 by 8 piece is considerably reduced, and 
has something of the appearance of an 
immense rail. The final pressing and shap- 
‘ng machine is the most important. The

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Different kinds of power machinery, 
all of value if properly used, are con- 
structed for running manufacturing plants, 
but in many in ‘tances the machinery em- 
ployed is not the most efficient for the pur- 
pose to which it is applied. Common en- 
gines are used where compound condensing 
engines might readily be run, and 30 to 40 
per cent. of fuel in excess of the quantity 
required by the latter is burned. In other 
places high speed engines are in operation 
where low speed would be much better, or 
low speed may sometimes be employed 
where high speed would be preferable. 

Old-fashioned water wheels are in opera- 
tion in places where turbines would bé of 
far greater value, and in some localities 
turbines on vertical shafts are running 
when horizontal shaft turbines would be 
much more efficient and satisfactory. In 
many situations the tangential water wheel 
would be much more useful than any other 
form of wheel. 

The petroleum engine is a motor which 
has many very valuable points, and it is 
probable that this motor will be greatly 
perfected in its details, so that it will be 
employed to a large extent for all sorts of 
power purposes, not only for small but 
also for large powers. The gas engine 
may be so developed in detail as to form a 
most effective motor for some situations, 
although there is probably a vastly greater 
prospect for the petroleum engine. 

In selecting an engine for any given 
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steam cleat | it is not advisable to choose a 
certain kind because it is in use in a ma- 
jority of the mills in the locality. This is 
a mistake which is often made, and the 
result is that a great many power plants 
are far from being what they might have 
been if a departure from general practice 
had been made and engines suited to 
the work had been set up, instead of a 
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certain kind chosen just because some ad-! 


jacent mill was using it and it pulled 
through the work. I don't mean by this 
any one build of engine, that is, an en- 
gine made by any one concern; but I have 
reference to the tendency to use single 
non-condensing engines in a large number 
of situations where compound or condens- 
ing engines might readily be employed. 
The tendency now is to use compound 
condensing engines in most of the new 
plants where large power is needed, but 
such engines should also be used in a great 
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many of the plants throughout the country 
which are of medium or even small 
power; that is, as small as 100 or 200 horse 
power. Of course in many instances of 
power not over 100, and where condensing 
water is not to be had, or where fuel is 
cheap, it is advisable to use the common 
form of engine. Where fuel is cheap there 
are advantages about having a non-com- 
pound non-condensing engine, because it 
is cheaper in first cost, is less liable to 
derangement, and requires less attendance, 
&c.; but where powers much larger than 
this are concerned it becomes an impor- 
tant problem whether to instal a compound 
condensing plant, for with large powers 
the matter of firing the boilers is an ele- 
ment of much weight, even if the question 
of fuel is not of paramount importance. 
Even in situations where fuel is very cheap 
the saving of 30 to 40 percent. is much 
of a matter. As to water for condensing 
purposes, this can usually be had. Most 
mills of large size requiring large power 
are situated on a water supply, either river, 
lake or near the seashore, and for large 
powers a compound condensing plant com- 
plete does not really cost anything in 
excess of acommon non-compound. The 
saving in cost of boilers and chimney and 
boiler equipment counterbalances the extra 
cost of the engine, condensers, &c. 

Where the common non-compound en- 
gine is employed the matter of speed is 
a prominent question. No doubt there are 
many high speed engines running where 
slow speed would be much better, and 
there may be some places where slow speed 
engines are running in which high speed 
engines would give better results. Usually 
where countershafts are employed it would 
be most advantageous to have slow speed 
engines, because they require less attend- 
ance and there is less wear and tear on them. 
High speed engines require the services 
of the engineer continuously to keep them 
in running ‘order and properly oiled and 
free from heating, and nuts, bolts and keys 
properly set up, and to prevent the engine 
from shaking itself to pieces generally. In

There is yet another objec- 
tion to this process: When the papers are 
take out of the pan they contain more or 
less of the alkali in which they have been 
boiled, and this in itself necessitates a 
greater amount of washing in the engine 
afterward. 

One of the most modern as well as one of 
the most effective ways of treating this 
class of stock is by the use of a digester, 
which consists of a drum like that of a Jor- 
dan engine, only of equal diameter through- 
out, inside of which there is a shaft, and 












In no detail of a paper mill is more 
care necessary or required than in boiling 
stock, and if this is neglected or scamped 
in the least particular there will be no good 
paper made. This is the first and most 
important process which the stuff has got 
to pass. It is a sort of birthplace for all of 
the beautiful papers which come from the 
end of the machine, and if not properly 
seen to at the beginning, in this the initial 
stage of the paper making process, disaster 
and loss will be the natural and inevitable 
consequence.

Over and above all this there is a small

if the revolving shaft before mentioned. 
(he result of all this is that the papers are 
1ot only properly softened and rendered fit 
for their after treatment, but the ink is 
eliminated by the caustic solution through 
which they have to pass, and in which 
they necessarily remain for some time be- 
fore finally passing out. ‘The fuller the 
digester can be conveniently worked the 
more effective will be the result, the dis- 
charge taking place from a small chute at 
the bottom of the digester in about the 
consistency of thick meal porridge. From 
here it runs through a chute into a large 
stuff chest fitted with an agitator like that 
of a machine chest. ‘The top of this stuff 
chest is fitted again with one or two drum 
washers, which, as the chest gets full, are 
set in motion, and, the chest being supplied 
with a good stream of water, it does not 
take long for the drum washers to wash out 
the alkali, and cool down the stock ready 
for transfer to the engines, where the 
washing operation is completed in less 
than an hour, 

By this time the stock is not only quite 
clean, but comparatively white, and takes 
very little bleach to bring it up toa state 
of perfect whiteness, ready for the opera- 
tion of beating. When the bleaching is 
complete a little sulphite may be added, 
and the two ingredients beaten together, 
the roll having about the same effect on 
both fibres.

paper, and it will take 2,150 pounds of pa- 
pers and sulphite, combined, the sulphite 
being reckoned at its weight in the damp 
state, to make 1 ton of finished paper.

There have been a few marked 
changes in trade affairs in the City of 
Locks this week, which are more than or- 
dinary. 

The Niagara Paper Company has a new 
superintendent to take the place of J. T. 
Ryan, who has resigned. The new comer 
is William K. Oliver, and the mere mention 
of his name among that portion of the trade 
conversant with the manufacture of rope 
and jute manillas recalls to mind the man 
who made the reputation of the Pleasant 
Mills Paper Company, Pleasant Mills, N. J., 
with an output of 8,000 pounds a day of the 
Mr. 
Oliver has been in charge of these mills for 
the past seven years, and has built them up 
to their present world-wide reputation. 

How Mr. Oliver came to go into the pa-

per making business makes quite a little 
story. He was a school teacher in Pleasant 
Mills, and learned that the company wanted 
a bookkeeper. He offered to do the work 
outside of his school duties. The young 
man who was superintendent of the mill 
was a Scotchman and died suddenly. His 
father came over from Scotland, and, be- 
ing a practical paper maker, took his son’s 
place. After a time matters did not run to 
suit the owner of the mill, and he asked 
young Oliver if he would not take charge. 
The young school teacher was loath to as- 
sume the responsibility, but after he saw 
the character of the applications he de- 
cided to take the position, and shortly 
afterward began a new era for the Pleasant 
Mills Paper Company. By study, by close 
application to his work and by experiment 
Mr. Oliver acquired a knowledge of the 
manufacture of high grade manillas which 
places him in the front ranks of rope paper 
makers of the country. With the acquisi- 
tion of a new superintendent whose special- 
ty has already been mentioned it is alto- 
gether probable that the Niagara Mill will 
make some radical changes in its product. 
Willis H. Howes, the president of the 
company, was interviewed on the situation. 
He said : ‘‘ We are very much pleased to 
secure Mr. Oliver for our mill. I have had 
my eye on him for several years, and thor- 
oughly recognized his capabilities. With 
our new superintendent it means the prac- 
tical abandonment of everything in our out- 
put except the established novelties and 
grades with which we have achieved suc- 
cess. The Niagara Mill will now go into 
the manufacture of rope paper specialties, 
and give up the cheaper line of papers 
which we have been turning out, particularly 
the cheap grade of manillas. We intend to 
make the very best rope manillas that can 
be found on the market, and expect to 
make our introductory bow to the trade 
along about the first of the new year.” 


These moves will not necessitate any 
very radical changes in the machinery of 
the mill. As a matter of history the 
Niagara Mill up to four years ago never 
made anything except cheap manillas. 
For the last two years it has developed into 
a higher class of specialties in paper. It 
has produced the famous ** Sponge Crepon,” 
the ‘‘ Defender” cover paper and many 
other brilliant successes on the market. It 
was to the efforts of Mr. Ryan that much of 
the success of the company in these depar- 
tures was due ; he is a most valuable man 
and probably knows more about colors and 
how to produce them than any other paper 
maker in America. That he was able to 
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turn out no less than eighty-five different 
colors and shades in a year speaks volumes 
in itself. 

The other important changes in the trade 
here are the closing down of the three pulp 
mills. The Lockport Pulp Company's plant 
shut down on Wednesday night and the 
Lock City Pulp Company and Niagara Pulp 
Company on Saturday night. Some twenty 
hands are thrown out of employment at 
the Lockport mill, and nearly the same 
number will be at the other two. Superin- 
tendent Eilers, who has charge of the three 
mills, will keep some of his men for the 
As be- 
fore stated, the closing of the mills is due to 
the repairs which the State will make on 
the canal this coming winter. The com- 
panies thought that it would be cheaper to 
suspend their works temporarily than to go

to the expense of putting in steam plants. 
Many of the mills in Lockport have gone to 
that expense, and altogether the proposed 
repairs and enlargement of the canal are 


not so pleasing to some people as they 


might be. 

The Trevor Manufacturing Company is 
possibly in clover, as far as power is con- 
cerned. It has never relied upon its water 
power, and was always the possessor of 
a splendid steam plant. This placed it 
in a position where it was always ready to 
do a bit of repairing at a moment's notice. 
** We have simply to turn the steam valve, 
and our wheels begin to move,” said Frank 
Trevor when explaining the singularly 
ready condition of his plant. ‘You see 
that these paper and pulp mills always 
want some repairing done. In all probability 
this will come about on Sunday. I really 
think that paper and pulp mills lay aside 
Sunday for repairs. I do not like person- 
ally to have any work done on Sunday at 
the shops, and will not go near them or 
give any attention to Sunday work ; but 
then the mills have got to have it, and in- 
sist on its being done; so what are you 
going to do?” 

These remarks of Mr. Trevor are very 
true, and this question of observing the 
Sabbath has been generally discussed, and 
at the conclusion all are as much at sea in 
regard to what they would do as when they 
began their argument. When it hits the 
pocket, and hits it hard both ways, the 
chances are that somehow or other princi- 
ple does not stand long in the way. 

While on the subject of steam plants, a 
word must be said about the new one put 
in by the Hartland Paper Company at Mid- 
dleport. This mill is also affected by the 
water being let out of the canal. A new 
big Corliss engine of 125 horse power has 
been ordered from Hamilton, Ohio, and is 
now being put up. The large boiler has 
been retubed, and the small one has been 
replaced with a larger boiler from a Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., firm. These facilities, 
since the new Gotham screen was put in | 
from the Brownville, N. Y., company a 
short time ago, have increased the mill’s 
capacity fullyatonaday.

While it is unquestioned that the 
decisive results of the election imparted an 
impetus to the activity and volume of trade 
it is now a matter of open discussion 
whether the agitation of the tariff question 
will not prove somewhat of a barrier to the 
continuance of the same. 

Already some lines of business are hesi- 
tating, and while it appears that the paper 
branch is only slightly involved as yet, the 
effect in the trade will be felt sooner or 
later. 

It is folly, however, to suppose that busi- 
ness can improve with stability with such 
meteoric swiftness, and simply because it 
lags in a usually dull season is no just 
cause for complaint. The calamity howl- 
er has been abroad for a sufficient length 
of time and he should be suppressed. It 
requires time to effect a change which 
involves the vast commercial machinery of a

rived from them, not only as a means of 
transportation, but as a restraining in- 
fluence on railroad rates. 

‘* The Miami Valley is increasing rapidly 
in population. Its fertile soil, lumber, grain, 
stone and rapidly increasing manufacturing 
industries guarantee a phenomenal devel- 
opment both in population and wealth in 
the near future, and its prosperity will be 
greatly increased by the transportation fa- 
cilities the canal affords, 

‘Electricity is rapidly becoming a great 
factor in the development of the country. 
It is confidently believed that in a com- 
paratively brief period the Miami Valley 


| will be covered by a network of electric 


railroads for both passenger and freight 
traffic, and that this canal will be dotted 
with ports and railroad stations, at which 
the products of the farm and factory will 
centre for transportation by boats and elec- 
triccars. If the permanency of the Miami 
and Erie Canal was assured it would result 
in such an increase and improvement of 
facilities for transportation, including the 
use of electricity as the motive power, as to 
guarantee a great increase in patronage, 
and the revenue of the State would be so 
enhanced as to justify its proper equip- 
ment. 

‘“The board of trade respectfully pro- 
tests against the abandonment of the Miami 
and Erie Canal as being prejudicial to the 
interests of the State, an injustice to the 
communities through which it passes, det- 
rimental to the personal interests of those 
who have large investments, the value of 
which is largely dependent on its existence, 
and the impairment of which would in- 
volve the State in great expense.” 

This opposition movement is one which 
will make itself apparent and will be fol- 
lowed vigorously until the matter is dis- 
posed of, The foregoing report was ordered 
to be submitted to the chairman of the 
canal commission. 

The last Legislature appointed a joint 
committee of three senators and three rep- 
resentatives to investigate the canal ques- 
tion and report to the next Legislature upon 
the advisability of abandonment by pub- 
lic sale of all of the canal property in the 
State. Think of it! A slashing sacrifice 
of property which can but increase as time 
advances. 

Frequent attempts have been made by 
interested parties to secure this result, but 
the present one is more persistent, deter- 
mined and thoroughly organized than any 
preceding. The railroads and the would- 
be purchasers of canal lands are playing 
for a great stake, and will undoubtedly 
succeed unless dogged opposition, such as 
found its inception in Dayton, is formed.

APPLETON, Wis., December 1, 1896. 

The business situation shows little 
change from the condition of a week ago, 
Things are improving slowly all the time, 
but most of the manufacturers are not over- 
crowded with orders, All of the mills, 
however, are running on full time, and 
manage to keep going in this way. Some 
of the mills are especially busy, and really 
have more than they can comfortably 
attend to. They are the exception, how- 
ever. 

Thanksgiving passed this year in the 
usual way. Most of the mills were in op- 
eration all day. The weather for a day or 
two previously was very rainy and wet, but 
it froze up on Thanksgiving night, and has 
ever since been extremely cold for this time 
of the year, the mercury going below 
zero every night. The mills experienced 
great trouble the first night or two 
ffom anchor ice, and on Saturday morn- 
ing so little water was going through 
the wheels at Neenah and Menasha that 
not enough came down the river for the 
mills here, and all were compelled to close 
down for half a day. The previous wet 
weather was even more wet and rainy in 
the western part of the State, and es- 
pecially in the Wisconsin River Valley.

JouRNAL during the past twenty-five 
years will be dimmed in nowise by its 
efforts in the future. All of the publi- 
cations of the Lockwood Press have 
been pioneers and leaders in their vari- 
ous branches and they will continue so 
to be, giving to their advertisers the 
very best service, and to their readers 
the latest and most reliable news of 
the doings in the trades which they 


represent. 


SoME time ago the manufacturers of 
news paper held a series of meetings 
extending over a period of about four- 
teen months in an effort tocombine the 
various interests in one large corpora- 
tion, which should take over the plants 
and business in this branch of the paper 
trade. The plan failed, but when it 
was given up each manufacturer knew 
a good deal more about his competitor's 
business. Owing partly to an increase 
in the demand for news and partly to 
circumstances growing out of the at- 
tempt to form a combination, the ca- 
pacity of the news mills was enlarged 
and many new machines were ordered 
and are now in operation, while others 
for which orders have been placed are 
soon to be started up. The result 
has been overproduction, for while 
the demand has increased very 
much it has not been sufficient 
to take all of the paper made, and 
manufacturers have had it clearly 
demonstrated that with more machines 
soon to be running the position of 
affairs would grow worse instead of 
better. Then came more meetings. 
working out the idea of a central sell- 
ing agency, and yesterday it was re- 
ported that the manufacturers had 
finally determined upon the plan of 
creating an agency which shall have 
control of about 1,300 tons daily 
product. 








THE JOURNAL has never been in fa- 
vor of trusts or combinations, such as 
are ordinarily formed, believing them, 

























consumption; and we therefore believe 
that there are certain lines along which 
this new combination can work legiti- 
mately. The most important point 
in the whole matter is not that the 
production shall be restricted, but that 
it shall be properly placed. If the 
manufacturers by their proposed plan 
can reform the method of selling pa- 
per, and in addition to that can so 
stimulate the export branch of the 
trade as to naturally and properly dis- 
pose of the excess of product, they will 
confer a benefit on the whole trade. 
There is plenty of room for such work, 
with every prospect of success, and the 
export committee of the American 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association can 
render valuable aid to the news manu- 
facturers in this matter. If the surplus 
can be disposed of in other countries 
and the pressure removed from the 
home market, prices will take care of 
themselves. 





WE observe that the daily papers are 
again making a great to-do about the 
alleged combination of paper manu- 
facturers. It is extraordinary how 
often these lay journals can go into 
hysterics whenever they see the spec- 
tre of a paper makers’ union intended 
to prevent unjust exactions and to de- 
feat the pretenses whereby the paper 
trade are imposed on day afterday. The 
paper maker has been compelled hith- 
erto to yield to a contemptible system 
of abuses, and has found it necessary 
to calla halt. It has really become a 
matter of self-preservation from the 
demands unjustly made upon him. 
We concede that it is largely his own 
fault, that of weakness in yielding to 
demands which have grown and abuses 
which have swollen until they are 
no longer bearable. Giving tips or 
gratuities to subordinates in any line of 
business is a weakness to which no 
manufacturer should yield, and the 
system is not only to be deprecated 
but must be condemned, as vicious. 
Newspaper publishers, so prone to lav- 






























ish money in exposing the sins of |- 


other people, should look closely to 
their own surroundings and ascertain 
wherein they and those whom they 
employ are violators of the command- 
ment which forbids the misappropria- 
tion of the property of other people. 
It is scarcely probable that any combi- 
nation of paper manufacturers could ad- 
vance the price of news paper to an im- 
moderate degree. It is only proper 
that they should be so circumstanced as 
to protect themselves against loss. As 
we understand it, this is the only pur- 
pose of the proposed union of interests. 





CERTAIN sanguine persons—and there 
are many—expected as the gratifying 
result of the election a ‘‘boom” in 
business, and have since felt chagrin, 
doubtless, at the tardiness of its ar- 
rival. It is to be devoutly wished that 
no ‘‘ boom,” as usually understood, may 
be forced upon us if it be of that un- 
healthy character which usually re- 
sults in a panic. We want a gradual 
return to normal conditions after this 
long period of business depression, and 
are satisfied to let the laws of business 
work as do all other laws which con- 
trol the affairs of men. When we see 
our currency in use all over the coun- 
try, and retaining our gold at home 
find that interest rates are normal, we 
will know that good times are upon us. 
In the meantime we may be said to be 
passing through a long convalescence 
after a severe disease, and therefore 
should not be surprised if business 
troubles continue to press upon us, inas- 
much as they are the outcome of past 
difficulties. It is not our wish to dis- 
courage, for, all things measured, the 
elasticity of our business world has 
been a matter of surprise; we speak 
with a view to ward off useless dis- 
couragement. 





THERE are attractive features about 
the Pacific cable bill which will appeal 
to many to whom the simple proposi- 
tion of a subsidy offered none what- 
soever.

An abatement of 
expense would accrue to our Govern- 
ment in its intercourse, marine and tel- 
egraphic, with Japan, China and the 
Hawaiian Islands. San Francisco, the 
proposed terminal point of this cable, 
will feel a revival of its Eastern com- 
merce, which was injured so severely 
by the combined force of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad and British steamship 
line. Moreover, this city is fortunate 
in being the prospective terminal of 
Russia's trans-Pacific steamship lines, 
which by connecting with the new 
route through Siberia and Russia, will 
shorten the distance from the Pacific 
coast to London and Paris, and thus 
give us an advantage over our Canadian 
neighbors which the friendship of our 
Government with that of the Czar’s 
would do much to enlarge. 





PAPER STOCK JMPORTS. 

The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted 
at the port of New York during the 
month ended November 30, as reported, 
amounted to 12,153 bales and 180 tons, 
the difference in quantities, compared 
with the corresponding month of 1895, 
being a decrease in rags of 4,190 bales, 
in old papers a decrease of 370 bales, 
and in manilla stocks a decrease of 
2,293 bales. There was no wood pulp 
imported during November and of 
chemical fibre 206 tons less than the 
October imports were brought in. 
The appended tabulation shows the 
quantities of paper making materials of 
the kinds mentioned which were report- 
ed as having been imported during the 
month of November for the last five 
years:

Trade Talks. 


Otto Meyer, of H. Meyer & Co., Lu- 
beck, Germany—\ have been in this coun- 
try about three weeks, and cannot say how 
long I shall remain. It is my first visit, 
and I propose to take a little time to look 
around. I shall combine pleasure and 
business. My firm exports paper stock to 
the United States, and has done and is 
doing a fair business in this way. Edward 
C. Wittig, Boston, is the American agent 
for the house. I think that I shall visit 
some of your mills, and see what class of 
stock they work up, and what can be done 
to meet their requirements. 

L. Moulthrop, secretary and treasurer 
of the New Haven (Conn.) Manufacturing 
Company—We are builders of iron work- 
ing machine tools, and have sold them ex- 
tensively to paper and other mills both in this 
and foreign countries. They are not used 
in paper mills for making paper, but in the 
machine shops in connection with the 
mills. One of the latest foreign sales 
which we made was to Mr. Onadera and 
Mr. Okawa, of Japan. Three weeks ago I 
met them in New York, and the former 
went with me to New Haven to examine 
our machinery. I showed him all over our 
factory, and he then returned to New York 
and made his report to Mr. Okawa, with the 
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result that we sold them all of the machinery 
for the machine shops of their three paper 
mills in Japan. These gentlemen had 
been all around and examined other ma- 
chinery East and West, but they finally 
placed their orders with us. Mr. Onadera 
expressed himself as greatly surprised with 
the machinery built in this country and 
said that it was finer than any which he 
had seen in England or elsewhere. Our 
firm is selling a good deal of machinery for 
the export trade and we receive a great 
many duplicate orders. The sales have 
been large each time. We have exported 
machinery to England in considerable 
quantities and have one house'there which 
buys all of its machinery in our line 
of us and sends its orders by cable. 
The proprietor was _ recently in this 
country en route to Mexico, where he 
has business interests, and he told me 
that he had left orders when he came 
away to send tous for any machinery which 
they might want. This gentleman told me 
that he was surprised that machine tools 
could be sold here at such reasonable prices, 
It is very satisfactory to receive duplicate 
orders in this way and to feel that our cus- 
tomers stand by us ; but that is the way in 
England. They buy of one house as long 
as it gives satisfaction, but it is hard to get 
in with them at first. Here it is different. 
A man goes around from place to place, 
and buys where he can get what he wants 
the cheapest. We have sold these same 
tools in large quantities among the paper 
manufacturers of this country, and I must 
say that the paper manufacturers are a 
very, very agreeable class of people to 
meet. We have sold to such concerns 
as the Glens Falls Paper Mill Company, 
Allen Brothers Company, Sandy Hill; 
J. H. Horne & Sons Company, the Bagley 
& Sewall Company, Harmon Machine Com- 
pany, Piercefield Paper and Mining Com- 
pany, Potsdam ; Newton Falls Paper Com- 
pany, Otis Falls Pulp Company, J. & W. 
Jolly, Holyoke; the Hudson River Pulp 
and Paper Company and others. ‘There is 
a great deal of this class of machinery 
shipped abroad now and the prospect is 
that the demand will be increased, because 
we can compete with the foreign manufac- 
turers both in price and quality of machin- 
ery. and there is no reason why we should 
not continue to be able to compete with 
them. They have fewer competitors than we 
have in this country, where new men are 
going into the business all of the time, and 
their prices are consequently higher. We 
can produce machinery here, ship it, and 
pay the freight abroad, and then sell it in 
the foreign market as low as or lower than 
their manufacturers can sell their home 
product.

He says he has been unable to collect what 
is due, and creditors were pushing. The 
company has $80,000 debts, and a mort- 
gage of $40,000. 

The District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
peals has reversed the decision of the lower 
court in the case of Joseph Ferrero, plaintiff 
and appellant, against the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. The plaintiff claimed 
damage from an alleged incorrectly written 
telegram from a business house in New 
York. One of the most important points 
was whether the receiver of the message 
could secure damages, and the decision of 
the court was the first on the question 
made in the District. The Court of Ap- 
peals holds that the telegraph company is 
liable. The business house in New York 
telegraphed to Ferrero that it would cell a 
certain product at 55cents per bushel. The 
telegram when received by Ferrero quoted 
the price at 45 cents, upon which quotation 
the plaintiff ordered two carloads. He 
found customers immediately for one car- 
load, but when he learned that the price 
was 55 cents he refused to accept the con- 
signment. He brought suit against the 
telegraph company. Judgment was orig- 
inally rendered for the defendant. Justice 
Shepard, in reversing the lower court, held 
that the plaintiff ought to recover ‘‘ the 
actual pecuniary damage that he might 
have sustained through the failure to ob- 
tain the potatoes at the price which he had 
reason to suppose they had been offered to 
him.’"’

Market Review. 
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THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was only moderately active, but 
most of the moving stocks closed at higher 
figures.

THE PAPER TRADE.—There is little 
of interest in the market outside of regu- 
lar routine matters. There is a fair trade 
with both jobbers and manufacturers, but 
the market can stand a considerably larger 
volume of business before it can be called 
active. The News men held a meeting in 
Boston early in the week, and then ad- 
journed to New York, and it is reported 
that yesterday afternoon an agreement as 
to a central selling agency was reached, 
some of the people interested going home 
yesterday.

highest courts.) 

A promise to pay the debt of another 
must be én writing. 

An attachment creates a lien only from 
the time of its levy. 

When inadequacy of price alone is relied 
»n to show fraud it must be great. 

A pledged article is not attachable in an 
iction against the one who pledged it. 

A publication by a mercantile agency 
that one owes a debt is not in itself libel- 
us. 

A deliveree of a bill of lading has a right 
to the property without taking actual pos- 
session. 

One may bring an action for damages 
for language and conduct tending to the 
injury of his business. 

An alteration of a note, whereby its 
security is enlarged, is material, and ren- 
ders the note void. 

A party who is using his own property 
in a lawful manner cannot be guilty of a 
breach of duty to anyone. 

One who indorses a note to give the 
maker credit with another becomes liable 
to such other, or his assigns. 

Evidence that a party acted as agent in 
one transaction is not competent to show 
agency in a prior transaction. 

Damages for failure to accept goods sold 
are the difference between the ccntract 
price and the market value. 

One holding shares as collateral security 
does not become a stockholder, nor is the 
pledgor divested of his rights as such. 

A note is not rendered non-negotiable be- 
cause of an indorsement on it by the maker 
stating the amount of property owned by 
him. 

A new corporation formed on the disso- 
lution of an old one is not liable for the 
debts of the latter, except on special 
grounds. 

Where a principal, on being told that his 
agent had indorsed a note in his name, 
replied, ‘* It is all right,"’ he ratifies the in- 
dorsement. 

Where property has been delivered by 
the carrier to the consignee the presump- 
tion is that the latter has paid the carrier’s 
charges. 

An assignment of one’s “entire claim, 
demand and right of action,’’ in respect to 
acertain matter, divests him of title, both 
legal and equitable. 

On failure of a person having an op- 
tion to purchase within a certain time to 
exercise the option, an action by him for 
specific performance will not lie. 

Non-delivery of possession renders a sale 
prima facie void as against creditors, and 
retention of possession with the right to 
redeem renders a sale void, unless re- 
corded. 

One dealing with an agent is presumed 
to have read his power of attorney. He 
must look to the agent’s authority, as an 
act not within it is not binding on ti-e prin- 
cipal. 

The sending of a writing in an unsealed 
envelope is not a publication of such writ- 
ing, in the absence of a showing that it 
was read by others than the one to whom 
it was sent. 

An unsecured creditor attaching prop- 
erty included in an assignment to secure 
other creditors acquires no interest in the 
property, it being insufficient to satisfy the 
other creditors. 

Where an agent who collects money for 
another deposits it in bank in his own 
name, with his own funds, and afterward 
makes an assignment for the benefit of his 
creditors, the principal may follow and es- 
tablish a lien on any balance standing in 
the bank to the agent’s credit at the time 
of the assignment.

The News Manufacturers. 


The manufacturers of news have 
been holding meetings very regularly—as 
announced in Tue JourNnaL from time to 
time—in an effort to harmonize differences 
and to pool issues. Early this week there 
was a gathering’in Boston, and later in this 
city. It was said that yesterday afternoon 
an agreement was practically reached to 
put a pool selling agency in operation. 

Some of the makers interested left for 
home yesterday, others remaining in ses- 
sion here to do further work. The plan is 
to have all products marketed through one 
source, thus reducing general expenses, 
while another feature will be an effort to 
wipe out some of the gross abuses which 
have grown up and become fixtures in this 
branch of the paper business, such as the 
charging back of exorbitant quantities of 
waste, the paying for paper by production, 
fees to various people, &c. The concerns 
which have been considered in the matter, 
and the number of machines they have in 
operation, are as follows :

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pany, says that there has also in that part 
of the country been this fall a most unusual 
quantity of rain. His company has just 
completed the construction of its new dam 
to furnish power to the wheels of the mill. 
The dam is of solid granite, and replaces 
the old wooden structure. It is about 700 
feet long, and furnishes an 18-foot head of 
water to the mill. On account of the high 
water the cofferdams had to be made ex- 
ceptionally strong, and the water has been 
going over the crest of the dam about 4 or 
5 feet deep. The Madison mill, which was 
originally designed to yield 25 tons of fibre 
a day, is now making 40 tons, and the Ap- 
pleton mill, which was built for a 20 ton 
mill, is making 35 tons. 

It is reported from Sault Ste. Marie that 
work upon the great new water power canal 
will begin within thirty days. A meeting 
of the directors of the company was held 
there last Friday, and bids for doing the 
work will be asked for at holiday time, so 
that contracts may be awarded and work 
actually started by January 1. It has been 
decided to make the canal 400 feet wide in- 
stead of 250 feet, as originally intended, 
and it is expected that 2,000 men will be 
employed in the building operations. The 
canal will furnish 50,000 horse power. 
Dredges have been at work for a month 
in preparation for the work of the con- 
tractors. 

The Badger Paper Company, of Kau- 
kauna, is among the companies in the val- 
ley which have been doing some export busi- 
ness of late. It has just shipped 30 tons of 
paper to Guatemala, Central America. The 
paper went to San Francisco by rail and 
will thence be transshipped by water to its 
destination. 

On account of the recent rains and the 
fact that water is going to waste over the 
crest of the Menasha dam, the Neenah and 
Menasha Water Power Company decided 
yesterday to allow a greater quantity of 
water to be drawn. The amount now going 
through the wheels is just about 200,000 
cubic feet a minute, which is three-fourths 
of the entire estimated flow of the river. 
The result is that there is to-day only one 
steam engine going along the entire length 
of the river in mills which have any water 
power at all, and this one is in operation 
merely to steady the machinery. Such a 
condition as this has not heretofore been 
known at this time of the year, since away 
back when there were very few mills on the 
river. 

E. O'Keefe returned last Thursday from 
Chicago, whither he went to complete the 
last arrangements with H. Okawa for build- 
ing the new paper and pulp mills in Japan, 
Mr. Okawa left Chicago on Wednesday 
evening for San Francisco, expecting to 
sail at once for Japan. He remarked to 
Mr. O'Keefe that he was constantly im- 
pressed in traveling about the country with 
the improvements which had been made in 
methods of manufacturing paper since his 
previous visit in 1888, and said that he 
hoped to be back here again about the year 
1900, to get the benefit of the new things 
which will undoubtedly be in vogue at that 
time. 

The annual meeting of the Pulp Wood 
Supply Company is to be held in this city 
this month. At present the company 1s 
resting from the labors of the year. All 
wood has been delivered and plans are be- 
ing made for next year’s supply. 

Two marriages of young men employed 
in the mills occurred last week in this city. 
One was that Thomas Pickett, of Kimber- 
ly, and Ella Coats, and the other of John 
Rogers, employed in the mill of the River- 
side Fibre Company, and Ella Paddock. 

Charles S. Farnham, of New York, has 
been in the valley lately on business with 
the manufacturers.

F. C. Shattuck, of the Kimberly & Clark

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WATERTOWN, N. Y., December 3, 1896. 

The question of water storage and 
the preservation of the forest preserves of 
the Adirondacks is again being agitated by 
the public as well as by the mill owners and 
owners of water powers in the Black River 
Valley who are directly affected. The initial 
movement has been made in the matter by 
the St. Lawrence County Board of Super- 
visors at Canton, which passed a set of res- 
olutions calling the attention of Senator 
Malby and Assemblymen Miles and Ives 
to the necessity of State legislation with 
the end in view of providing a system of 
water storage as part of the system of in_ 
ternal improvements in the State preserve. 
The resolutions cite the necessity of pre- 
serving the water powers which turn the 
wheels of the mills of the county, and also 
call the attention of the other Adirondack 
counties, including Jefferson, Herkimer, 
Lewis, Fulton, Hamilton, Saratoga, War- 
ren, Clinton, Essex and Franklin. These 
resolutions represent a cause which lies very 
close to every paper and pulp mill owner in 
Northern New York. That some decided 
action is needed on the part of the State to 
preserve the forests and provide for water 
storage is everywhere conceded. The 
streams arising in the mountains and the 
foothills of the Adirondacks must be fed 
and their sources of supply protected and 
husbanded if these water powers are to be 
preserved. The prosperity and future 
growth of this city and every other manu- 
facturing town in this locality depend 
upon it. 

It is known that a legislative committee 
was appointed at last winter’s session to 
conduct an investigation to determine what 
lands should be acquired by the State with 
the forest preserve in order to protect the 
watershed. This committee consisted of 
Thomas H. Wagstaff, of Brooklyn, chair- 
man; Taylor J. Eldridge, of Warren 
County ; William W. Armstrong, of Roch- 
ester; Jonathan P. Allds, of Chenango 
County, and John B. Fitzgerald, of New 
York. 

The acreage within the forest preserve is 
2,807,760, of which the State now owns 
about 900,000 acres. Most of this was ob- 
tained by purchase at tax sales. 

The committee decided to give the mat- 
ter the most careful attention, and that the 
investigation might be the more thorough 
a personal examination, as far as possible, 
was made of the land in the Adirondack 
park, and in addition to this meetings were 
held of which notice was given to all par- 
ties interested, that they might be present 
and give their views or any information 
useful to the committee. A great deal of 
testimony was taken and it was found that 
a very considerable amount of land which 
has been lumbered, but is well covered 
with hardwood, can be purchased at about 
$1.50 per acre. 

Land there is increasing in value every 
year, as the Adirondacks are becoming a 
well-known and frequented summer resort, 
in this State, the committee will urge in its 
report to the Legislature, that if it intends 
to purchase land there, it can do so now 
more cheaply than hereafter. 

The committee has completed its investi- 
gations and concluded its hearings, and the 
report will be ready to be turned over to 
the Legislature for action as soon as the 
session begins. It will be long, and will go 
into details, that the members generally 
may thoroughly understand the matter. 
The members of the committee are a unit 
on the matter, and will stand together in 
urging that the recommendations contained 
in the report shall be carried out. 

The chief officers of the State are more 
interested in this matter than the public 
understands, and they are ready to back up 
the committee. It is absolutely sure that 
the Legislature will take action to protect 
the watershed during the coming winter 
and that some land will be purchased. The 
only matter about which there appears to 
be doubt is how much money the Legisla- 
ture and the Governor will be willing to 
have appropriated for this purpose. 

The report of the committee will dwell 
at length upon the following briefly men- 
tioned items, which give a good idea of 
what the report of the committee to the 
Legislature will be: 

The owners of the greater part of the 
land are lumber dealers, whose object, of 
course, is to cut down and remove the mer- 
chantable timber. 

The forests are absolutely necessary for 
If 


they should be destroyed the spring rains 


the preservation of the water supply. 


and the melting snows would cause disas- 
trous floods, 
This watershed supplies the Hudson and 
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the Mohawk rivers, and the Erie Canal 
largely, east ot Syracuse, and the addi- 
tional water which will be required for this 
canal when it is deepened must also be ob- 
tained from the same source. 

The committee has not yet prepared its 
report in full, but the members have can- 
vassed their individual views and the agree- 
ment on the matter is mutual. 

The committee urges that the people un- 
doubtedly desire the preservation of these 
forests, as is shown by their determination 
not to permit any of the State lands or tim- 
ber to be sold. 

The park has ‘already progressed too far 
to be given up, and the only way that the 
State can acquire any more land is by pur- 
chase at private sale ; little land is now be- 
ing sold for taxes, as it has a recognized 
value even after the merchantable timber 
has been removed. 

Furthermore, State control of this region 
is necessary, as private interests conflict 
with the objects of the park. Certain rail- 
road interests have been trying to get hold 
of a good part of this region, and if this is 
ever brought about the lumber will be cut 
down as never before, because the owners 
of the forest lands will be able to ship di- 
rect, and greatly decrease the present cost 
of shipment. With a railroad running 
through this region it would not take long 
to have all of the private lumber lands 
pretty well down, and the people would be 
the sufferers. 


Aside from the large amount controlled 
by the State the game and forest pre- 
serves owned by individuals who will not 
permit the trees to suffer is considerable. 
This is estimated at 883,088 acres, divided 
as follows : Adirondack League Club, 105,- 
000 acres; Adirondack Club, 16,000; Adi- 
rondack Mountain Reserve, 28,626; Adi- 
rondack Reserve Association, 4,588; 
Adirondack Forestry Association, 3,500; 
Nehasane Park Association, 73,000 ; Dr. W. 
Seward Webb Preserves, 76,000 ; De Camp 
Preserve, 29,500 ; Hall and Patton Preserve, 
5,000; Beaver River Club, 6,200; Sumner 
Park, 56,000 ; Hamilton Park, 25,000; Bran- 
dreth Park, 26,000; Mountain Park, 36,583 ; 
Morehouse Lake Club, 1,662; Bog Lake 
Camp, 5,363; Wilmurt Club, 1,655; “‘G” 
Lake Preserve, 520; Santononi Park, 10,- 
135 ; Putnam Reserve, 3,540; Moose Pond 
Club, 656; Santa Clara Preserve, 62,000; 
Upper Saranac Association, 26,000; Litch- 
field Park, 8,600; King Park, 8,600;

All of 
these forest lands are owned in Ham- 
ilton, Herkimer, Essex, Franklin, St. Law- 
rence and Lewis counties, and make quite 
a reserve on which the forests will be well 
protected. 

The Bagley & Sewall Company has a 
corps of men at Newton Falls putting up 
the new 90 inch cylinder machine ordered 
some time ago, This will complete the ma- 
chinery equipment of this new mill and 
make it one of the most perfectly appointed 
in the country, although located in the 
heart of the forest. 

Sufficient time has elapsed to thoroughly 
test the drying apparatus put in by the 
Dexter Sulphite Company. Mr. Birming- 
ham is satisfied beyond doubt that his sav- 
ing on freight rates from drying his sulphite 
fibre more than makes up for the cost of 
the machinery and the time used in run- 
ning the fibre through the dryer. The St. 
Lawrence Paper Company's plant, operated 
by the sulphite company under leas, is 
now turning out colored manillas, and from ° 
the samples shown the product ought to 
create a furore on the market. Superin- 
tendent Butler is quite an expert in these 
lines, so that the success of the output with 
the trade is not to be wondered at.

The imports of paper stock at this port 
for the month of November just closed were 
8,014 bales of rags, 2,083 bales of waste 
papers, 2,553 bales and 1,813 coils of ma- 
nillas, 1,020 bales of flax waste, 2,656 bales 
of wood fibre, 22,741 bundles of ground 
wood pulp, and 4,005 bags of sizing. Com- 
pared with the two preceding months these 
receipts show quite an increase, especially 
in rags, but when compared with the im- 
ports for November of last year the show- 
ing is not so favorable, as will be noted from 
these figures, which are the receipts for No- 
vember, 1895 : 9,244 bales of rags, 3,029 bales 
of waste papers, 921 bales and 1,049 coils 
of manillas, 2,144 bales of flax waste, 4,421 
bales of wood fibre, 4,960 bundles of ground 
wood pulp, and 2,588 bags of sizing. ‘ 

Wood fibre is holding its firm tone at 
the recent advance in price, and a better 
demand for ground wood is noted.

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St. Louis, Mo., December 2, 1896. 

The month of November just ended 
was a very busy one among the banks and 
mercantile houses generally. December, 
from all appearances, will even eclipse the 
previous month for satisfactory conditions, 
Already the usual brisk holiday trade is 
under full headway. Confidence has been 
restored toa large degree, in consequence 
of which money is more easily and readily 
obtained, and people feel freer in sup- 
plying their wants generally. The spell 
of cold weather, too, has had a stimulat- 
ing effect in sharply bracing up sales at 
the retail stores, which naturally has its 
attendant results for increase among job- 
bers. Monday was a busy day at the 
banks. As it was the last day of the 
month much activity was displayed from 
the opening to the closing hour, in striking 
balances and renewing discounts. On 
Tuesday, also, there was marked increase 
in deposits and drafts, and the day’s busi- 
ness was said to be the largest in weeks 
with the exception of the day previous. 
The rates of interest range from 5% to 8 
in extremes for call and time 
loans. ‘I'he demand for money is steadily 
increasing. Country business also shows 
an upward movement.

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TORONTO, Ont., December 2, 1896. 


The Tariff Commission has adjourned 
its sittings here without hearing the paper 
and pulp manufacturers. It will return, 
however, later, and will also hold sittings 
in Hamilton, London and other large cen- 
tres. One of the

One thing which agitates the paper in- 
dustries and the printing establishments 
of Canada is the proposed change in tariff 
which booksellers and stationers are urg- 
ing upon the new Government. It was 
generally understood when a hearing was 
granted to the wholesale trade that the 
section identified with the Board of Trade 
of this city would ask for the abolition of 
the present duty of 6 cents per pound on 
books and substitute for it an ad valorem 
duty not exceeding 15 per cent. 

The paper manufacturers, bookmakers 
and printing establishments knew that this 
would mean the cutting off almost entirely 
of the manufacture of books in Canada, 
except perhaps school books, which are 
protected, and books which the British and 
American publishing houses would not 
waste time in putting on the market. The 
booksellers argued that the present duty on 
the weight discriminates unduly against 
certain classes of bound books, which they 
imagine should not be discriminated 
against, and favors to a corresponding 
extent cheap paper covered novels. 

Interviews with the proprietors of the 
leading bookbinding and printing houses 
in Toronto show conclusively that the 
whole allied paper industries would suffer 
irreparable loss if the ad valorem duty 
should be imposed. There are thousands 
and thousands of volumes manufactured 
to-day in the Dominion which would not 
be if it were not for the 6 cents per pound 
duty. The paper maker, the manufacturer 
of printing inks, the type founder, the 
printers and the bookbinders were all 
unanimous that such a change would bea 
great misfortune to the paper industry of 
Canada, and would be the means of closing 
up many mills and establishments and 
throw a large number of people out of em- 
ployment. So strong was this sentiment 
promulgated among the booksellers and 
the stationers that when they had their 
hearing before the Tariff Commission last 


commissioners was 
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week not a suggestion of ad valorem duty 
was made. 

The delegation was one of the largest 
which had appeared before the commis- 
sioners, and was given an extended hearing. 
Among those present were A. S. Irving, 
Dr. Wm. Briggs, Richard Brown, W. J. 
Gage, D. A. Rose, H. L. Thompson, of 
the Copp-Clark Company; Wm. Bryce 
and Mr. Roberts, of the Standard Publish- 
ing Company. 

Mr. Irving, on behalf of the booksellers, 
asked that all fashion magazines be ad- 
mitted free of duty, the same as other 
magazines. Regarding prayer books and 
hymn books, they asked that a duty of 6 
cents per pound be imposed, as such are 
now free. He then drew the attention of 
the commissioners to the fact that under 
the present custom regulations 
books specially imported for public libra- 
ries and mechanics’ institutes are admitted 
free of duty, and asked that, if, after con- 
sideration, it be found desirable to con- 
tinue these exemptions, a change be made 
in the plan of admitting such books free of 
duty, so that, while the present advantages 
may be continued to the libraries, it shall 
be done without being detrimental to the 
interests of the bookselling trade in Can- 
ada. To this end the deputation sug- 
gested that, as the present method of allow- 
ing books for incorporate libraries to be 
imported free of duty has been found to 
have a very injurious effect upon the book- 
selling trade of the Dominion, by placing 
the libraries in a position to buy from for- 
eign markets at lower prices than at home, 
because of the duty paid by the importing 
booksellers, they would therefore pray 
that all books for libraries, whether im- 
ported by the libraries direct or by the 
booksellers for the use of the libraries, be 
charged the regular duty, but that after the 
books have been placed in the libraries a 
list of the same, together with invoice from 
place of purchase, duly certified by the 
president and secretary of the library, 
shall be forwarded to Ottawa within thirty 
days from date of purchase, and a rebate 
equal to the amount of duty paid be re- 
funded to the library. This would enable 
public libraries to buy from the booksellers 
in Canada who have stock on hand upon 
which duty has been paid, instead of com- 
pelling them to buy from foreign houses in 
order to save the duty. 

This, it was shown by H. L. Thompson, 
had been indorsed by booksellers in To- 
ronto, Montreal, Kingston, London and 
Hamilton. 

William Bryce, among other things, 
pointed out that one reason for the larger 
cost here than in the United States of the 
cheaper class of books lay in'the copyright 
laws, which were much more oppressive 
here than in the United States, where the 
publisher has cheaper paper and an advan- 
tage of 3 cents per pound in postal rates.

D. A Rose showed by good, sound argu- 
ment the necessity of keeping up this pro- 
tective tariff. 

The Tariff Commission also gave a hear- 
ing to the writing paper and envelope in- 
dustry. The only manufacturer to appear 
was John F. Ellis, of the Barber-Ellis 
Company. Mr. Ellis was allotted only a 
brief time. He urged the retention of the 
25 per cent. duty on writing paper and the 
35 per cent. duty on envelopes. If any 
reduction was contemplated he hoped that 
the Government would make the difference 
of 10 per cent. between the duties on the 
paper and envelopes permanent, keeping 
the proper ratio. 

Now comes the rather astonishing piece 
of news that pulp wood is liable to be ex- 
ported to Europe. The United States has 
been drawing on Canada for pulp wood for 
several years, and it looks as if ‘‘ Uncle 
Sam "’ was to have competition. Denmark 
is the latest aspirant. —The Danish Govern- 
ment has asked for definite information in 
regard to Canadian pulp wood. It would 
seem that the supply for the pulp mills of 
Denmark has been drawn exclusively from 
Norway, and the product in that country 
has about played out. Prices have gone 
up, and the Government has been asked by 
the mil! owners to take a hand and try to 
help them out of their difficulty. With 
that end in view the Canadian Govern- 
ment has been asked for information as to 
the pulp wood supply, the cost per cord, 
the cost of transportation, and other de- 
tails, looking toward the establishment of 
trade relations between the two countries 
in regard to this product. Now comes up 
the all-important question: Could not the 
Canadian pulp manufacturers export pulp 
to Denmark cheaper than pulp wood can 
be taken there and converted into pulp? 
This could probably be done if Denmark 
did not impose a big duty on the pulp to 
protect her own manufacturers. This brings 
about that much talked of and vexed ques- 
tion of export duty on pulp wood which 
the pulp manufacturers of Canada have 
been demanding of their Government for 
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the past few years. This is one of the 
points at issue which will be discussed be- 
fore the Tariff Commission at its next sit- 
ting. 

The development of water powers is just 
now receiving much attention, owing to 
the successful results had at Niagara Falls 
with the mammoth electrical development 
and water power generated by means of 
wheel pits, turbines and tunnels at tail- 
There is some talk of developing 
Chaudiere Falls, near Ottawa, where a 
100,000 horse power could easily be gener- 
ated. This would give power for many 
industries, and prove a great benefit to the 
Dominion capital. The only things lack- 
ing, however, are money and nerve. T.

The reception which it is likely that 
all kinds of American machinery will en- 
counter abroad, if the manufacturers of this 
country will only study the conditions of 
the export trade and strive to meet its re- 
quirements, is illustrated in the case of iron 
working machine tools. It is said that it 
has only been about three years since this 
class of machinery was begun to be sent to 
Europe in any noticeable quantity, but it is 
now enjoying a steady and increasing de- 
mand. Among the firms which have se- 
cured a share of the foreign trade is the 
New Haven Manufacturing Company, New 
Haven, Conn. This company previously 
had an appreciative and firm clientage in 
England, but it recently seized another op- 
portunity presented to its attention by be- 
ing a subscriber and close reader of THe 
JouRrNAL, with the result that its product has 
been sent into the far East. 

The instance particularly referred to was 
the visit to the United States of Messrs. 
Onadera and Okawa and several other Jap- 
anese gentlemen for the purpose of looking 
at American machinery, with a view to 
equipping paper mills in their native coun- 
try. They had examined or knew about, 
perhaps had even used the machinery of 
older countries and those which were geo- 
graphically nearer to them, yet after a care- 
ful personal investigation these practical 
and shrewd Japanese awarded the palm to 
the Americans. Details of various orders 
for foreign account have already been given 
in Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL ; but to the 
list so given must be added the tools 
for use in the machine shops of the Japan- 
ese paper mills referred to and supplied by 
the New Haven Manufacturing Company, 
the order including engines, lathes, iron 


planers, drilling machines, &c.

This invention has for its general 
object to provide a cooker by which paper 
stock may be cooked with low pressure 
steam as quickly and as thoroughly as, if not 
quickly and thoroughly, than has 
been done witn high pressure 
blackening the

It consists broadly of a closed boiler hav- 
ing a continuously open induction passage 
and a continuously open eduction passage 
for steam.

is further provided in its inner end \ with the 
preferably centrally arranged aperture 7. 
This aperture or conduit / is designed to 
conduct steam into the interior of the 
boiler above the stock, and it may be closed 
when desired by a valve, 4, which is pref- 
erably of a cone shape, as illustrated, 
so as to enable it when in its open posi- 
tion, as shown in Fig. 2, to spread or dis- 
tribute the steam which comes through the 
aperture /, The valve & serves to close the 
aperture / while the boiler is being charged 
with stock, and it may be operated; @ ¢., 
opened and closed by any suitable means. 
It is preferred, however, to mount it upon a 
stem, /, and carry the stem through a stuf- 
fing box, mz, of the pipe B, and provide it 
end in a manner common to reciprocating 
valves.

the cooking of the stock, so that such cook- 
ing may be accomplished in less time than 
heretofore. 

It further consists of a rotary boiler hav- 
ing continuously open induction and educ- 
tion passages or openings, conduits for con- 
ducting the steam admitted through the in- 
let passage into the stock, conduits for con- 
ducting the steam from the interior of the 
cooker, above the stock, to the discharge 
opening or passage, a valve device adapted 
to effect communication between the inlet 
passage or opening and each of the conduits 
leading the steam to the stock when the con- 
duits are passing through the stock, and also 
adapted to close communication between 
the inlet opening and each of the conduits 
when these are above or out of the stock, 
and a valve device adapted to effect com- 
munication between the outlet opening and 
each of the conduits for conducting the 
steam from the interior of the border when 
the conduits are above or out of the stock, 
and also adapted to close communication 
between the outlet opening and each of the 
latter-named conduits when they are in the 
stock, whereby the steam is enabled to pass 
continuously and without cessation through 
the cooker and is carried through the stock 
while it is in a state of agitation. 

Figure 1 is a vertical diametrical section of 
the cooker embodying this invention ; Fig. 
2 is a detail section on an enlarged scale, 
illustrating the valve devices for effecting 
communication between the induction open- 
ing and the conduits or pipes for leading 
steam into the stock and between the in- 
duction opening and the interior of the 
boiler above the stock ; Fig. 3 is an eleva- 
tion of the inner end of the head to which 
the conduits for carrying steam into the 
stock are connected, and Fig. 4 is a detail 
section of the head, taken in the plane indi- 
cated by the line + + of Fig. 2. 

The boiler A is of a general spherical 
form, and it comprises the hollow body a, 
the hollow trunnions 4 4’ to receive the feed 
and discharge pipes BC; the three (more 
or less) preferably perforated pipes ¢, which 
are connected and adapted to move with 
the body and are designed to lead the steam 
from the pipe B into the stock in the boiler ; 
the three (more or less) preferably perfo- 
rated pipes ¢, which are also connected and 
adapted to move with the body and are 
adapted to lead steam from the interior of 
the boiler to the pipe or conduit C ; the hol- 
low cylinder ¢, which is connected to the 
pipes c, and the hollow cylinder /, which is 
connected to the pipes or conduits d. 

ry indicates a hollow stationary valve 
which is connected to and communicates 
with the pipe B. This valve 7 is arranged 
within the hollow cylinder ¢, and it is pro- 
vided with the opening /, which is designed 
to register with the pipes ¢c when they come

effect communication between the pipe B 
and each of the pipes c when the pipe are 
in the stock, and is also adapted to close 
communication between the pipe B and 
each of the pipes ¢ when the pipes are 
above or out of the stock. On the other 
hand, the valve device #, by reason of its 
construction and arrangement, is adapted 
to effect communication between the pipe 
C and each of the pipes ¢ when the pipes 
are above or out of the stock, and is also 
adapted to close communication between 
the pipe C and each of the pipes @ when 
the pipes are in the stock. 

The steam which is carried into the stock 
by the perforated pipes ¢ is condensed and 
to a certain extent cooled by its contact 
with the stock, but this cooling of such 
steam is more than counteracted by the 
steam which passes directly in its highly 
heated state through the aperture J into 
the interior of the boiler above the water 
line or above the stock therein. This highly 
heated steam will maintain a high de- 
gree of temperature in the boiler and will 
keep the stock very hot, and will conse- 
quently materially accelerate the cooking. 

It is desirable not to diminish the volume 
of steam which is passed through the pipes 
¢ into the stock , that is to say, the volume 
of steam which is passed through the pipes 
¢ and into the stock should be the same 
that is ordinarily passed through the dis- 
tributing pipes of paper stock boilers of this 
class. In consequence of this the volume 
of steam which is fed through the pipe B 
should be greater in volume than usually 
employed in low pressure boilers, in order 
toafford an ample supply for the pipes ¢ to 
conduct into the stock and an ample sup- 
ply to be discharged through the aperture 
Jj into the space above the stock or above 
the water line. This increase in the volume 
of steam fed into the boiler renders it de- 
sirable to enlarge the eduction pipe C in 
proportion to the increase, and the aper- 
tures in the pipes @ may also be enlarged, 
if desired, in order that a great volume of 
steam may be passed through the boiler in 
a short space of time and the cooking be 
thereby further accelerated. Itis desirable, 
however, to enlarge the pipe C only when 
the increased volume of steam is employed 
and the valve & is open. When the ordi- 
nary volume of steam is employed the pipe 
C may be of the same size as the pipe B, or 
may be reduced, as compared with the pipe 
B, or may be adapted in any other suitable 
manner to retard the escape of steam from 
the boiler. 

In practice a steam pressure of from 80 to 
100 pounds is maintained in a generator and 
this steam may be used toactuate an engine.
